The;.Governor General and the Coantess 
of Aberdeen aooompanied by Mrs. Dewdney 
and Mr. Erskine, A. D.C., drove outj to the 
Jubilee hospital shortly before noon yester- 
day. The Liout.-Govornor was unable to be 
one of the party, as lie had to be present at 
tho swearing in of Hon. G. R. Martin as 
Chief Cominisaioner of LindaunJ Works. At 
the main door of tho hoapital Miyor 
Teague, Mr, Joahua U^vles, prcaideut, and 
other momtera of tho hospital board, Hon. 
Dr. J. S, Helmcken, Dr. Richardaon, resi- 
dout phyeioian, Dr. Divio, Dr. Coraan, Dr, 
HoldoD, Dr. Renwick, and Mr. H. M. 
Y'ates, eoorotary, met the viBllora, tho ma- 
cron, Miea Maomillan,and thenuraea in their 
neat white oapa and aprons, bolng alao pre- 
sent. 

The viaitors entered the matron's room, 
where the president introduced the direc- 
tors and otiiera present, and as His Excel- 
lency 'a time was limited the inapeotion of 
tho hoapitul was be^un in a fow minutes.

CHINESB MISSIONS. 

The Combined Mission Schools Met by the 
Governor-General at the Y.M.CA. 

It was a strange mixture of Chinese and 
whites that gathered at the i'. M.C.A. hall 
yesterday afternoon to meet tho Governor- 
General. He had consented to speak a few 
words to the Chinese .missions, so the Pres- 
byterian, Anglioan and Methodist mission 
pupils, and the inmates of- the Befnge.Home 
were asae'inbled to do honor to the iUnstcIons 
visitor. John Chinaman was oat in fbroe 
and took a lively interest in what went on 
even though some must have found it difiS- 
oult to follow Just what was sikid in English. 

There were on the platform HisExoellen- 
oy. Bishop Perrin, Yen, Arohdeaoon Soriven, 
Rev. Joseph Hall, Bar. Mr. Lipacombe, 
Rev. Mr. Gardner, Rev Mr. Clay, Mr. Car- 
ter, secretary of the Y.M.CA. , and Major 
Dupont, 

lilahop Perrin opened the proceedings 
with tho following remarks : 

" It is not beoauau Hia Kxcellency is hero 
in hia olfioial capacily na tho reproaentalivo 
of tho Qacen that we congratuluto ouraolvoa 
on hia prosenco Ihia morning, but because 
he has taken and over will t,iko tho dcopcat 
interest iu all Cliriatian concerns. Wo have 
not prepared any addreaa for Hia Excolloncy 
thia morning. Wo ainiply wisili from him, 
if ho should see lit to addri'sa ua, a fow 
worrlB of encouragomont in tho work of our 
Ohriatian niiaaion. Wo are not hero to 
conaidor for a single moment tho very 
vexed and dillloult qucation of Chincau 
labor 1.B compared with white. Hut 
as these our brothora and aietera aro living 
in this city, the diiFeront ohurchca have 
tried to impresa upon them tho truths of the 
Chriatjan faith— and in no amull doEree have 
Buooeodod. And thoreforo when Vour Ex- 
colloncy was so kind us to say that you 
would meet us we did not oxpoob from you 
any reeponae such aa might have boon antici- 
pated if we had approBobed Your Exosllenoy 
on any poliiioal or eoonomio qheation,. We 
simply want a few words of enoonragement 
from you in this eminently Cliristian:work. 
We shall, therefore, siog a few hymns this 
morning and endeavor to make this a devo- 
t ional service more than any thine else." We 
know that the Interests of the poorest 
Chinaman will be protected by Eer Most 
Gracious Majesty as much aa those of the 
moat exalted subject in tho realm, Bnt we 
roaliza thla morniDg that our standingorders 
from JoBua Christ arc to preach Hia gospel ; 
nnd it is not to tho patronage of Your I']x- 
ocllcnoy —or oven to tho power and authority 
of tho Queen — that wo look, but it is in the 
nanio of Him who ia tlio ' King of Kings ' 
that wo stand hero thia morning." 

Hia Excellency aaid ; 

•' I am very nmcli obliged to the Lord 
Biahop for tho worda of kind intrnduotion 
and alao of explanation which ho offored at 
tho commonccniont of this meeting. I con- 
feaa that when I read in tho morning nowa- 
papor to-day tho aniiouDCCuient which had 
boon aont to it uppurontly with refer- 
ence to the gathering here, I felt that It 
would probably be expedient that aomo suoh 
explanation aa that which was so appropri- 
ately made by tho Bishop should be forth- 
coming lost anyone should misunderstand 
the nature and purpose of this gathorlDtr, 
It arose in this way : A few days ago I had 
u very courteous request from a reverend 
gentlemen who is auperintending ono of the 
mitsioDS which have been organized with 



reference to the Chinese who live in thia 
city or district. The request was that I 
should receive an uddresa from that par- 
ticular society. My reply waa that of 
CGurao I waa always moat ready to receive 
ony such expression from ony body 
or socioiy engagcil in working for 
the welfare of any portion of tho com- 
munity (hear, hoar), but I thought it 
would bo atill more appropriate if all tho 
miaaions of tho aamo kind could unite in 
some combined expreaaion of that sort if 
any were to bo arranged. Y'ou will easily 
understand that in any caao it is tho duly of 
the Govoruor-Genoral to bo free from any- 
thing like personal predilection, bias or 
preference, in ao far aa his ofScial capacity 
is oonoernod, and apart from that capacity 
I confess I am very desirous to do whatever 
I can to promote harmonioua, sympathetic 
and oomprehenslve action, espeoially in re- 
gard to religious and philanthropic work. 
Therefore I stated that I would be pleased 
to receive any address or expreaaion with 
reference to thia matter if all tho various 
denominations or ohurchea working in this 
field should unite or combine. This morn- 
ing I loarnt that thia meeting waa to take 
plaoo, and it ie quite evident that it is owing 
very largely to the action of the Bishop— 
who is always ready to display sympathetic 
spirit of the sort which I have 
tried to describe— that this united 
attitude has been attained. At least I 
trust that this is the ease, for that is the 
footifig on which I am^ here to-day. 
With r(;gard to the aotnal ^meeting the 
Bishop baa explained . the - nature of the 
gathering so fully thai; I need not dwell on 
that topio. I shall only repeat my concur- 
rence in what he hsa said that my presence 
here does not imply that we are taking any 
part in anything pertaining to political or 
economical questions, however important 
they may bo. On tho other hand everyone 
will feel, no doubt, that all membora of a 
community, without reference to race or 
creed, have a claim upon all who desire to 
promote tho general welfare, and therefore it 
would bo a strange and not happy omission 
if tho churches displayed an indifference to 
what 1 may deaoribo as tho spiritual inter- 
ests of that particular section of the com- 
munity who are represented hero in suoh 
numbers to day. For my part I offer hearty 
good wishes for the success of this religious 
work, totally unohUnected as it is obviously 
with any such political qucation as that to 
which I have alluded. Mow I should think 
that anyone who haa got hold of even the 
outer fringe — of the very elements of 
Chriatianity — could hardly take any other 
view. If there are persons who think 
that certain classes who come amongst us 
are to be treated merely as aliens, that is 
another question — but as regards the Chris- 
tian religion no body of Christians could 
oonsisteutiy look upon, the matter in any 
other wiy than that which I have described. 
I think our Chinese friends will recognize 
this aotion tO'day as one indloating the sen- 
timents to whioh I haveallnded, and if so I 
have no doubt that they will not regret hav- 
ing come here to-day, and I also hope that 
this service may be of advantage 'and benefit 
to ua all in the truest aense of the word. 
This is a busy time of day, and therefore we 
must not expeot the proceedings to ba pro- 
longed. We meet, appropriately enough, in 
tho Y. M. C. A, — an organization which has 
as ono of its principles a oomprehenaive at- 
titude and a readlnees to place at the dis- 
posal of all concerned in Christian work 
such facilities aa it may possess. The hour 
of midday ia often regarded in such associa- 
tions as an hour for devotional oxorcieo such 
as that which we are engaged in to-day. 
Thoreforo I will not prolong my remarks, 
but will simply express my hearty good 
wishes for all earnest, judicious, well-con- 
sidered efforts of thia kind on the part of 
tho Christian community." 

After tho singing of " All Hail tho Power 
of Jesua' Name," tho Governor-General, 
through Rsv. Mr. Gardner, who acted aa 
interpreter, said a few kind and sympa- 
thetic worda to the Chinese. 

A Chinese hymn,. and prayer by Rev. Mr, 
Clay, olosed the proceedings. 



BOTS' BRIGADE. 

Two Companlea Pamde Before the Governor, 
General, Ilnnoriiry President of 
the Organization. 

The Boys' Brigado had the honor of bolng 
inspected by tho Governor-General, honor- 
ary president of tho brigade, at tho Y. M. 
C. A, hall lual night. Tho Boya' Brigade 
though it has been organizedfor a longtime 
ia comparatively now in Victoria. Ita ob 
jeocB are "the advancement of Christ's 
kingdom among boya and the promotion of 
hahita of roveronoe, discipline, solf rcspe 
and all that tends towards a true Chriatian 
manliness." One of tho meana of gaining 
tho end in view is tho formation of conipan 
iea of lads who uro taught to drill. There 
are at preaent two companies in Victoria, 
That of tho Y.M C.A., with a roll of ;!0, ia 
called tho Pirat Victoria Company, and its 
odioers aro Capt. F. W. Tongue and 
Lieut. R. H. Roper. The otiior 
company ie that of tho Central church. 
It has 50 boya on tho roll and 
is oommandod by Capt. Blackwood, Lieut. 
Finlayaon and Lieut. McLean. They wore 
□eat forage capa and bolts that gave them 
quite a Boldierly appoaranco. 

The Governor- General was accompanied 
by Lieutenant-Governor Dewdney, Rev. P. 
MoF Maclend, Dr. Lewis Hall, Geo. Carter, 
secretary Y.M.O.A., and H. W. Waters, 
treasurer. 

After the oompanies had gone through 
some of the simpler military movements in 
a very creditable manner, His Ezoellenoy 
gavo them a happy, little. address just suited 
CO hia boyish audience. 

" Ijoys of the Boys' Brigade of Victoria," 
he said, " it is a very real pleasure to mo 
to have thia opportunity of inapooting you 
and of seeing aomothing of what has been 
already accomplished in this important 
movement." He called it important, ho ex- 
plained, to the lads booanae they vote 
taking part in something xbioh will bo a 
benefit not only to thomaelvca but what 
ia moro important the community iu gen- 
oral, "It ia well to renicniber," ho cou- 
tinuod, " that in every sonsn true Christian 
munliuoes la to be of help to others, and tho 
bent way to help others ia to strive to bo a 
worthy Chriatian." Tho eseonoo of Chris- 
tianity, he told them, waa unselfiahncaa. 
After telling how tho Boya" Brigado had 
spread everywhere since its formation in 
Scotland ho bade them romembor that they 
mero part of thia great organization. They 
should show what a good thii'g it waa to 
have boya of the right H3rt. Flrab and fore- 
most boys should be thoroughly good boys. 
Be liked, he aaid, to see a boy thoroughly a 
boy, full of apirit and fun and taking hia 
part in everything. iThey should enter 
thoroughly into the movement and feel it 



was a manly thing in tho beat sense, not be- 
cause of tho military muthods used, but bo- 
oauao it waa founded on good principles. ■ It 
was founded on religion and it was u good 
thing to recognize thut religion may 
be carried into everything. "Go 
nowhere," ho said impreaaively, " where 
you do not desire to take Christ v;ith you." 
Ho advised tho lads to guard against that 
falso notion of indepcndenoe which made 
people aomotimea forgot the conaidoration 
duo to other peopio. Ho urgdd tho boys to 
ahow by politeness to others that they had 
conaidoration for other peopio. Considera- 
tion for the fcelinga of others was a good 
tost of a thorough geotleman. , Tbe &>y^. 
Brigade taught boya to be oivll and polite, 
not roush and boorish 

His Excellency in closing hia talk to tho 
luds, aaid ho would present a apeoial medal 
to each of the companies already formed for 
competition for regularity at drill, punotn- 
ality and general effioienoy. Should other 
companiea bo formed, he would alao pre- 
sent them with aimilar medals, 

Tho Central church oompany was pnt 
through aomo further drill, and waa con- 
gratulated by Hia Excellency on the pro- 
tioiBEcy attained with only seven drills. 

Rev. P. MoF. Macleod thanked Hhi Ex- 
celleooy on behalf of the lads, and saggeated 
that they be given an opportunity of mani- 
festing tbsir appreciation. 

Cheers were then heartily given for' <&e 
Governor-General, and the officers of the 
companies wore introduced to him. 



WOMEN'S NATIONAL COUNCIL. 

The Couiitoas of Aberdeen AddreBsns a Tre- 
mendous GatUorliiK at the, Vic- 
toria Theatre. 



From floor to ceiling the Victoria theatre 
was literally jammed last night to hear tho 
Countess of Aberdoen's address on tho 
National Council of the Women of Canada. 
Not even standing room was to spare, and 
BO dense was the crush that many people 
could not got inside the building. From 
7 o'clock there was a great crowd nti 
the doors anxious for admiaaion. It 
was first oome first served with 
those who had not ssonrsd .seats ° in 
advance and snob' a'strlvihg and etmggling 
for positions has not been seen at 'a meeting 
inViototiaforalongtime. rByerjfbo<ily had 
heard of the Countess of Abhriilecpoi'B ability 
as a speaker and none wished t0r miss the 
opportunity of hearing her. 

Upon the platform, which waa prettily 
adorned with potted plants ; and flowera, 
were seated some fifty ladies, representing 
the various women'rtooieties of ttie city. 

Mrs, Gordon Grant amid mnch enthusiasm 
introduced the Conntess ; tb' the audience. 
She said : 

Lttdiea and Gentlemen : — It is with pleas- 
ure and interest wo meet thia evening to lis- 
ten to an address which Her Excellonoy hsa 
graciously promiaod in relation to the Wo- 
men's National Council of Canada.

bo congratulated this evening on having 
thia opportunity of liattining to Her Excel- 
lency as she explains its objeota to ua. Il 
ia always gratifying to see women helping 
women ; it is intensely so when tho consorii 
of our Queen's represootative, tho first 
lady of our land, gathers the helpful 
women of all nationalities, creeds and soci- 
etiea together, and by uniting them in one 
council enablea them to work for the fur- 
therance and tho uplifting not only of 
womanhood, but of humanity ; inspiring 
them all with a greater love of home, a 
greater love of country, a greater desire to 
be helpful to others, springing from the in- 
spiration of the S'atherhood'^of God and the 
Golden Bole whioh this ooudcU takes lor 
ita motto. It is with very great pleasure I 
introduce 'to yon- this evening Her ExotU 
iency the Conntess of Abwdeen. (Loud 
applauae,) 

The Countess of Aberdeen on rising to 
speak waa greeted with much applanar,. 
and her address was listened to with the ut- 
most interest throughout. She aaid : I am^ 
very grateful to Mrs. Grant for the kind 
worda with which she has introduced me 
this evening, and I have furtlier to thank 
both her and tho ladies who have worked 
with her for the great trouble which they 
have taken in organizing this meeting, and 
in arranging that ropresontativoa of tho 
varioua sooiotiea and organizjitiona iu which 
women aro concerned should bo present 
hero. I know that all thoao arrangcmonla 
give infinite trouble, but they alao make all 
tho difference. And I muat thank you 
ladies, who have been good enough to come 
out and meet mo thia evening in auch large 
numbers in responao to tho invitation of 
those who have aakod mo to toll you the 
aims and working of the National Conncii 
of Women of Canada. (Hear, hear. ) 

Aa for tho gentlemen, will you forgive me 
if 1 ignore your presence hero to-night, if I 
try, as beat I can, to forget it. I look up- 
on you only in the light of necessary evils 
in your capacity of escort to the ladies. 
But all the same that does not detract 
from the honor you have done me in being 
willbg to be present - In any ospaoity. 
Doubtless no movement affiotlng, a oonsid- 
erable part of the oommhnity ' oaii '. prosper 
without the cordial support of both ;tnea 
and women. I trust that in tills movethent 
the women of Victoria will be able to de- 
pend on the approval of their husbands, 
fathers and brothers. Certain it ia that I 
have good reason to be grateful for tho on- 
oouragemont and actual co operation which 
has been given to this Council by themonof 
thio country during its early slaves. My 
own husband iaan unthusiaetio aupporter.and 
is only not hero to-night bcoauae ho knows 
how much I dialike speaking before him. 
And then tho Prime Miniater, .Sir John 
Thompson, Mr, Laurier, tho Lieutenant- 
Governors of the various provinces, tho bish- 
ops, the clergy of tho different churches and 
the membora of tho press have all stood by ua. 
And thia ia a very groat matter, for however 
good we may fool u movement to be, wo do 
not like to go into it if the men In our own 
homos are against it, or even if they only 
shake their hoada and auy " What next — 
what'a the world coming to I" (Applauae.) 
There Is likely to be a good deal of criticism 
of thia movement, and I would earnestly ask 
you gentlemen spectators, though you aro 
our oritica in general, to try to understand 
our objects and to weigh tho matter well be- 
fore you oppose the Council or divide it. 

You will agree with us as to our ultimate 
objects, I know — nnity, an endeavor to 
communicate mntual strength and sympathy 
between all women workers, and to atimn. 
late all work for the good of others. Soma 
may say that they do not see how the Conn- ■ 
oil is going to do all this. Let me ask them 
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SIDNEY LOBB ON TRIAL. 

Tbe Accnsed Bald to Maintain a Qalet 
Sisrnity— Fartionlara of the 
Sliobtlnfr. 

Description of the Wonud and of the 
Position 6f the Body When 
Found. 



Nkw Wkstminster, Nov. 8. — (Special) — 
At the WestniiuBter aeeizsa thia morning 
Sidney Went worth Lobb was arraigned for 
the murder of bia wife at Nanaimo on Juno 
8. Eon. JuBtico Bole presided. Messrs. A. 
Leamy and G. H. Barnard appeared for the 
Crown ; Mr. E P. Davis defending. 

When the prisoner oamo in with a quiok, 
confident step, entering the door and throw- 
ing his top mat over the ridl, he did 
not appear more affected than if he bad 
beon taking his seat preparatory to his 
daily duties, &i\ was his oustoni, at the desk 
in the Now Vanoouver Coal Company's 
o£Bce8. A large curious crowd of specta- 
tors eagerly scanned his features, perhaps 
olmoat expecting to see the retreating fore- 
head lowering brow, and hang-dog jiw of a 
nnrderer. He hud, however, the appear- 
ance of a gentleman, wore the dress of a 
gentleman, and boro himself with quiot 
dignity. 

Mr. G. H. Barnard opened the oaso for 
tho crown, stating that it was evident the 
'accused hud committed the crime with 
nrhiob be was charged. 

Mr. Gowland, clerk of the Vancouver 
Codi Company, testified. " On the day of 
the ahooting, about nine o'clock in the oven, 
ing, Mrs. Lobb sent for me. I came, When 
•he met me, she looked tronbled, Mr. 
Lobb came in shortly after. She did not 
ten me what ahe sent for me for. I went to 
the honae at nine in the evening. Mr. and 
Mrs. Libb were both cheerful and planned 
an exonraion for the next day. I left at 0:25 
mad never saw Mra. Lobb again. !Ehe shoot- 
ing took plaoe at 10 p.m. Lobb was usual- 
ly kind to his wife." 

Mrs. Gowland, wife of the last witness, 
was next callevJ, She corroborated her hus- 
band's evidence. She said they were both 
sent for on the ovening of the shooting ; ahe 
parted affictionately with Mrs. Lobb at 
9:20 ; Mrs. Lobb was a sweet, bright 
woman ; Mr. Lobb was not so talkative as 
usual. 

ilrs. Lister, a neighbor of tho Lobbs, do- 
posed : " 1 was going up tho atopa of my 
house at 10 o'clock, when tho prisoner 
7ushed out of his housa crying, ' Jim Lister, 
my wife has shot herself ; oh, my God ! ' It 
was a few minutes before or after 10 when I 
leached the prisoner's house." Witness de- 
scribed how aha had gone to the bedroom 
and saw Mra. Lobb in the chair dead, with 
a pistol on the floor. The articles in the 
zoom were not disturbed. She took oare of 
the children and tolophonod for a doctor. 

The evidence in detail as to the condition 
of the body tallied with the subsequent evi- 
dence of the doctor. The wltnosa contin- 
ued, " Mrs. Lobb waa an amiable woman, 
yon always felt better for having had her 
■odety. After the shooting the prisoner 
•oked me if there was any hope, I didn't 
answer then ; he aaid, ' Aldine never hinted 
at this, she disguised her feelings. The im- 
pression was that she might leave me, jnst 
when I was on the point of deciding.' " He 
meant," continued the witness, " whether 
to give up liquor or not. He mattered 
something about drink, the cursed stuff. 
Mr. and Mrs. Lobb lived happily together 
•8 for as I knew. I was intimate with 
thrm. 

James Lister corroborated his wife's test!- 
Biony and deposed that the prisoner was 
well thought of by his employers and svory- 
one else. 

Dr. McKinnon testified to examining the 
body with Dr. MoEachorn. 

Georgina Dand's deposition at the pre- 
liminary trial was put in as evidence. 

Tho last and moat important witness of 
the day waa Dr. MoEaohern, whose 
evidence laated two hours. He stated that 
ho arrived at the priaouor'a house at 10:.'iO 
and went straight to the bod room. After 
describing from memory tho room and ita 
contents ho took tho chair In which Mra 
Lobb'a body was, placed it against tho 
identical table us it was on the night of the 
occurrence, and seating himself in the chair 
illustrated the way the deceased's body lay 
when found ; arma straight down, head 
Tcclining sideways on the table, the pistol 
on the floor, the handle turned in five inches 
from the chair and fifteen inches from the 
right hand. The witness then took 
Mrs. Lobb's nightdress, and the dressing 
f(owa worn by thedeoeaaed,and ahowed how 
the collar waa turned down from the neck 
after the ahot had been fired. Where the 
bullet had perforated there were, he said, 
sine inches of burnt cloth and grainia of un- 
barnt powder, but no traces of smoke. 

The lawyer for the accused objected to 
witbess giving evidence as to his opinion of 
how far away tho shot was fired or the 
direction it came from. Tho revolver pro- 
duced waa .42 cilibre, and tho witness liad 
wade only seven cxporinienta with ,,'i,S oali- 
bro, fine grain powder una dill'jront mater- 
ial than tiif gurniLuta produced. 

The following oviilouoo, however, was 
chroniclcfi boforo tho court adjourned : 
The Ijullot eulfruci botweeu tho 
third iinil fourth riba, two iiiahes 
to the left of th(^ middlo lini-, jiiieHed down- 
wards, struck thu top edgu uf the tenth 
rib, glanoed slightly upwurds iiud lodged 
just beneath the skin under the left shoulder 
blade, Tlie descent of tho bullet was four 
Inches in the six' inches traversed. Tho 
l)ullol paaued through three cudtiea of the 
heart out of four, causing instant death. 
Tho hullot was throe and u half inches lower 
than where it entered in front, and if it had 
sot struck tho tenth rib, would have been 
four inches lower. Thu angle wiia .'14 degrees.

More Chinese Oatraffes Reported— The 
Mikado Deteiffitned'On Beforms 
in Eorea. 



SnANoaAi, THoy. S,— The Britieh oiBoiala 
have sent !a an ultimatum to the viceroy, 
demanding scttlcmont of tho ChuDK Kiag 
afiair wittiin sovon i%yt. The Britiah de 
maoda uro thac tiio Xaotai Shttn;; be dia 
miaaed and degraded and the Chung King ia 
to ijo aalated with twenty-one guaa. If 
these demands are nofc compliod with within 
the speoiSed time repriaala upon tho part of 
the Brideh fleet are threatened. Oa Auguab 
4 a Tio,itsin diapatoh annooanoed that, thir- 
teen Japanese soldiers who had bsenforoibly 
removed by the Chinese from tho British 
steamship Chung King weroraturnod imme 
diately upon Viceroy Li Hung Chang be- 
ing notified. It was added that the vioe- 
roy apologized to tho British Consul. On 
Auguat 7i however, a dispatch from Shang- 
hai announe'id the arrival there of tho 
steamship Chung King, and the captain of 
that vessel fu rciabod his veraioD of the af- 
fair, which give ii, a aerious aapeot, Tho 
captain said that while his ship wasatTung- 
kun, on the gulf of I'ichili, the soldiers went 
on board for tho purpose of seizing Japanese 
passengers. Thoy found on board that 
steamfhip sixty Japanese, mostly women 
and children, and at once bcgjin to hunt 
them down. Tho Chinese purdued tho 
Japanese all over the vessel, bourd them 
hand and foot and Hung them over on tho 
wharf. Li Hung Chang eventually, upon 
tho protest of the British consul, oomniand- 
•ed the Japanese to bo returned on board 
the Chung King, acd ordered the Chincae 
soldiers who made tho raid to be severely 
punished. 

Foreigners who have arrived at Chefoo 
from Port Arthur say that the Japanese 
have attached tho latter place by land and 
aea. The Chinese fleet lies inside the harbor. 

London, Nov, 8 — The Telegraph says 
that Japan will demand as terms of peace 
the oessioa to her of the island of Formosa 
and payment of an indemnity of £.'iO,0O0,- 
000 or dE40,000,000 sterling. 

A dispatch irom Shatghti says that con- 
atemation has been caused by the diicovery 
that the Peiyang Ffjuadron haa been caught 
in a trap at Port Arthur by: the Japanese, 
owing .to the negleot or OTeirnllng of Li 
Hang Chang's ordera. LI Hang Chanfi; dia- 
olaims any reapongibiUty to the matter. 

A Shanghai diapatoh to the Timeaaaya the 
report of the oaptnro of Talionwan by the 
<irapanoae haa not been iocfirnied. - Tho re- 
porta hav'a been confirmed, howe7er, that 
the Japanese ^are steadily repulsing the 
Chinese and that they have taken Kinohow. 
An imperial andienoe within the palaoe at 
Peking has been arranged for the foreign 
ministers. 

Mr. Uchida Uchida, Japanese charge 
d'afliirs in London, said to day in an inter- 
view with a Central News reporter :: 
"Japan could not accept as an answer to 
her proposal of reforms in Korea the mainte- 
nance of a Chinese army in the peniDsnU. 
The presence of Chineae troops in Korea 
meant merely a series of horrors such as are 
now being perpetrated in Manohuria. 
Japan never menaced tho Chineee integrity, 
she did not intend to break up tho empire, 
and certainly does not wish others to do so. 
The height of Japan's ambition io to aee 
China conaolidated, freed from corruption, 
prosperous and open to commeroo and civil- 
ization. " 

The Central Kews has this dispatch from 
Shanghai: "The panic in New Chwang 
and throughout Manchuria contincea. Nu- 
merous country people are arriving at New 
Chwang and two-tbirda of the stores have 
been closed in Chwang. A war la<vy -of -'^S 
B head has been imposed in Naokow. The 
people will probably resist it. 

tiAK E^NOisqp, Nov. 8.^ — Advloea from 
China by steamer Balgio contain the 'follow- 
ing : 

The Niohi Niohi nowapaper, aemi-ofEcial, 
annouaoea on authority that the lEmperor 
has sanctioned a war oxponditure of about 
44,000,000 yen for tho army and about 16,- 
000,000 yen for the navy. The gwerninent 
baa made use of 23,0Sij,8o6 yen, leaving 
nearly 37,000,000 yen yet available, 

Eagllsh newspapers in Japan have pub- 
liahea a abatement that the Japanese gov- 
ernment baa tendered an apology to Great 
Britain on aoconnb of the Kow Shing>Aff«ir, 
and promisee to pay an Indemnity of -$76 - 
000. ,' The oorrespondent of the Aaaooiated 
Pieaa ia anthorized to give «n tibioluto 
denial of the atory. 

Beporta from China state thas the rem- 
nanta* of Admiral ling'a fleet h»ve been 
patched up and are nearly ready to try 
tboir fate at aea, bat ominoiu messages 
are going to and from Port Arthur to the 
effect that if they venture forth it must 
be without proper provlaioa of shot and 
shell for tho b\i; quns. So (;reat hue been 
tho rueoility of higli oilicialH that tho ,\ -»at 
Quantities of aniinunitioa which were tup- 
posed to bo atored at tho uav-ul atationa 
have about niven out. 

Definite news is uc last received ooDcorn- 
ing the two Japuncso studonts who were nr- 
rested as apios at Shunghui and aurren- 
derod to the Chinese by ihe coneul-geueral 
of tho United SratoF, in ohediorico to in- 
-struotionn from Seo-otary GreBh^iiu. <j)a 
October 8 th>-y wore decapitated in Nan- 
king, by nrdor of tho viceroy, in tho pres- 
ence of nil the high rifli Mais of that city 
and of a mob wtiioh kept nhricking "Ivill 
tho foreign dovila," from th'i moment tliat 
tho oondomnf<d men appoared upon tho oie- 
cufion ground until their heads foil 

Toward tho end of hint month the Chineae 
authoritina aent a body of guards on hoard 
an English ship, and witiiouo a warrunt 
seized a passenger on his way homo to Vo- 
kohnma, alleging that thoy acted with the 
knowledge and oansont of tho British consul- 
general, an assertion which has not boon de- 
nied. ' Two other atesipors undor their II >g 
have alao.'itiia said, been unlawfully board- 
ed by Chinese soldiera and their Japaneao 
paaaengera brntally maltreated. In the 
oaae laab reported the intended victim, 
a harmless mlsaionary, eaoaped throagh the 
exertions of u foreign auperintendent of 
police, who was determined to prevenb the 
reourrenco of an iniquity like that whtob 
cost tho two atudenta their Uvea. 

Count lanuye, minister of state for homo 
lilTii.-i, tho most important portfolio in the 
.lapanoso government at present, h*B been 
appniiitod to tho post of repreaentativo in 
the Korean capital. This is a aignifioant 
event. Japan's two moat prominent and 
trusted atatesmeu are Count Ito, now minis- 
ter president, and Count loouyH. By send- 
ing tho latter to 8ooul she publicly declares 
her unflinching resolve to carry out ndmin- 
istrativo reforms on nccOunb of which she 
drew swords. There ia no worse governed 
kingdom in tho world th«.n Korea, 
Bribery and corruption hold judicial nnd 
executive roine. Family Intoreata take 
pr eoodenoo of state safety. Imposition of 
taxes is limited only by insurroQtlon. Tho 
ru ling oligarchy take no thought whatever 
for the national welfAie or development! of. 



the country's resources. The spirit of Inde 
penilenoo has died in the shadow of Chinese 
diiminaiiee. Ccaselcea emeutea and intrigues 
proHcnt enay opportunities for foreign Inter 
terenuo. iSucli is the augean stablo that 
Japan has undertaken to oleunae. 8ho has 
not niudn much progrnss with the task. So 
ingraint d among the Koreans is the spirit of 
political intrigue that in tho boulevorsemenb 
caused by Japan's reformatory eflforts they 
see only a fresh opportunity for schemes and 
plots. Japan offers them warning, and the 
world a guarantee by sending to Seoul one 
of the ablest statesmen aha noa'eaaea. If 
Count Inouyeoannob aueoeed Korea's case ia 
hopeless. 

There will be a big battle on the Yalu in a 
few days. The Chinese are determined to 
defend the frontier of Manchuria with might 
and main. Thirty thousand men are build- 
ing forts on the bank of the river and all the 
" braves " are gebting out their pocket scales 
to weigh " syooo " paid for Japanese oars 
and noaos that they are going to chop off. 
As for tho Japaneao, thoy are making ready 
in their quiet, resolute way to walk into 
Manchuria without loss of their fair appen- 
dages. Their dramatic instincts are assert- 
ing thomselvea. Thoy startled the world 
with I'hyong Yang and Yellow Sea within 
the space of a few days, and are preparing 
another spectacular effect on an even grand- 
er soale in Ohiu Lien, at Port A,rthar and 
tho Gulf of Pe Chi Li. We always knew 
they were an arriatic race, but we did not 
know they carried iostinct as far as the ar- 
rangement of belligerent tragedies. 

FUNEKAL OBSEQUIES. 



Last Honors for the Emperor of All 
tlie Ettsalas— Kemoval From 
Livadia, 



His Remains AVIU Lie Alonsrside Those 
of His Fatber in tbe Great 
Cathedral. 



St PBPiBSBtnis, Nov. 8 — Solemn relig- 
ious aervloes over the remains of the late 
Czar were held yeaterday in the church at 
Livadia, The Emperor Czarina, Prince and 
Princess of Wales and representatiyea of the 
foreign powers attended. The Emperor waa 
deeply affeoted. At tbe conolnaion of the 
services tho populace waa allowed to enter 
and take a farewell look at the dead Czar. 
Tho remains were removed to Sebastopol to- 
day. The funeral cortege was very impres- 
sive. A large body of the guards participa- 
ted in the procoaaion and walked from Liva- 
dia to Yalta, where the body was placed on 
the cruiser Pamiat Merkooria for transpor- 
tation to Sebastopol. At Yalta prayers 
were ofifered for the repose of the soul and a 
salute Sred. 

Tho body of tho Czar lies on a gilded oata- 
fal-quo, shaded with palms, directly under 
the dome. It ia olad in tbe green and gold 
uniform of the First regiment. The hands 
are folded on the b'-east, which is atrown 
thickly withordors. The face and scalp have 
teen enameled white. The figure has 
ehrunk noticeably, but there is no change in 
the face excepting the pallor of death. The 
■feet are turned'-toward the altar. At tho 
mass In Livadia yesterday morning the 
Bishop of Simferopol ctlioiated. He waa 
assisted by all tho district clergy in white 
vestments. The service was intoned with 
magnificent (fTeot. The second service held 
in the afternoon was attended by many 
army ofllcera, whose brilliant uniforms est 
the ohapel ablaze with vivid colors. At the 
end of the service the troops defiled past tbe 
body. They were followed by bandreds of 
oiviliana. 

The funeral services will be held in the 
Cathedral of St. Peter and St. Paul in this 
city. The tomb selected as the final costing 
place of the Czar's body adjolna that of 
Alexander II. The cathedral contalne the 
bodies of all the Russian Kmperora who 'have 
reigned since Peter the Great. 
, The mnnioipal oonncil tO'day -voted an 
nnlimited credit to defray the espeneea of 
the leoeption here to Emperor Niobolaa and 
the fnneral of the late Ciiar,' and aleo'for the 
ereotiott of a monnthen'li"'td tbe dead 'Czar. 
Seven tbonaand ponnda have been anbaorib- 
ed for the parpoie of giving * dinnerrtb the 
poor of Kharkoff the day the Oear'a 'body 
paasos through the city. 

Washington, Nov. 8. — The religions 
services at tbe Russian legation in memory 
of the late Kmperor Alexander III, will bo- 
gin at nine o'clock to morrow morning and 
will consist of a solemn requiem maaa of 
which the celebrant will liu Biahop 
Nicholas of the Greek church nf San Fran- 
cisco. Tho President and his Ciiliinet have 
been invited to be present. Invitationa 
have also been extended through tho French 
ambaasttdor, Mr. Paterotre, aoting dean of 
the diplomatic corps, to the chief representa- 
tivoa of foreign governnienta now in Wash- 
ington, and all who are in tho city have ac- 
cepted. 

JAPANESE EARTHQUAKE. 

Hevcnty-KlvB Shocks Within Thlrty-Hl.x Min- 
utes— Seventy I'tiople Killed and 
Wonnded. 

San FIlA^•c'Jsco, Nov. 8. — Advices by tho 
Belgio state that a severe earthcjuako visited 
Yamagata prefecture on the t22ad of October 
at a 'ii> p. m. There were 75 ahooks within a 
space of 30 minulea. From 200 to 300 houses 
are reported to nave been deatroyed> thrown 
down or burned, and 60 or 70 people were 
hilled or wonnded. Yamagataia 240 miles 
distant from Tokio. It lies north of tbe 'lat- 
ter, midway between the east and west 
coaat ol the islands. A shock was felt at 
the same time in i^' klo, but nob severely.

TEB UNITED STATES BLEOTIONB. 

Xhe defeat of the Demoorats was fully 
expected by all who were in a position to 

fjrm snythiog like a correot conception of 
tho state of publio opinion in tho country. 
Tho DsDiocrats bad become unpopular 
cvurywhero ; and there were wide divisions 
in tboir own parly. Very many believed 
that they had brought on the bed times and 
that trade would not revive until tbey had 
been driven from power. They had to 
bear tho responsibility of a state 
of thlnj;a which bad its beginning long 
before tho election of President 
Cleveland. Our American neighbors 
ftro not very profound reasoner*. Iliey 
are not very clear in tracing effects to their 
oauies. (Trade was dreadfully depressed 
after tho Demoorats were in ofBoe— bat not 
in power — and a very large majority of the 
electors jumped to the oonoluaion that tho 
Domocrata had brought on the bad times. 
It did not enter their heads that commer- 
cial distress never comes suddenly on any 
country, or that it is the result of causes 
that have been working for years. They 
know nothing about these causes, and were 
not able to perceive their oporiition. Hut 
thoy did feel tho hard times. They wore in- 
convoniencod and distroased by tho eoaroity 
of monoy, and the low prices of com- 
modities and the scarcity of em- 
ployment discouraged and impoverished 
thom. Tho times were not so hiird when 
tho Ropublic'jns were iu power, mid tliey were 
led to believe by stump orators and party 
newspapers that times would not be good 
again until the Kepublioans had the direo- 
tIon6f the affairs of the Repttblic. Xiiis 
reasoning, U '' it 'can be called reasoning, was 
easy, and to ' many it spimod perfectly 
Bound.' 

It has boon very clear, too, that tho 
Democrats have for a long lime bton court- 
ing defeat. Thoy were not true to their 
election promises and tbey were not true to 
eaoh other. They promised the oonntry 
tariff reform, and when some Democrats 
tried to perform that promiae other Dsmo- 
cruts did their utmost to prevent their 
being us good us tlieir word. Tho 
Wilson turiir was an honest attempt 
to rcidcom tho pledges made by the Demo- 
crats during the last presidential oanipaign, 
but Hill and Gorman and Brioe, and a num? 
bor of others in Congress, supported by a 
boat of Domourata in the country liuviug 
axes nf vuriouu kinds to ^rind, inituBed tlio 
power exlondcil to tliciii by thu cunstitution 
to thwart lliii honest iJumocruta iu their at- 
tempt to do what wuB right. The Cleveland 
Democrats hntod the Hill Democrats with a 
bitter h&lred, and Hill and his party were 
bound to have their own woy If in getting ib 



they wrecked the party to whloh thoy be- 
long. They have wrecked it, and they will 
no doubt have plenty of time in whioh to 
contemplate the efieot of their eoheming and 
their dishonesty. 

There can be no doubt bub - that 
in New York city and state the Demoorats 
deserved dofeat. Tho Hill section of tho 
party was corrupt from top to bottom. It 
was hard to sound the depths of their de- 
pravity. The moat severe judges of the 
DemoorotB were their own friends. The-ar* 
raignmenb of the Demooratio aorruptionists 
by Carl Schutz was really terrible, and 
every word he said was true. Ho antioi' 
pited defeat. Hero is how ho exposed their 
weakness. " It is," ho said, " corrupt and 
(reaoherous leaderahlp. lb is your Tam- 
many, your Hills, your Germans, yonr Mur> 
phys, your Bruoiss, your Smiths. 7on have 
disgusted decent men and made them doubt- 
ful whether tho Damocratio party is capable 
of conducting the government honestly and 
for the general good. This ia tho trouble. 

The New York Poab, which expresses the 
views of intelligent and honest Demoorats, 
is still more severe. upon the organization 
and the men that have brought disgrace and 
defeat upon the Democratic party. It bus 
published a pamphlet in which it gives tho 
history of the men who may be said to have 
been created, politically, by Tammany. 
Here is what it says of the biographies of 
Tammany's leaders and Tammany's pro- 
togoa : 

The main merit wo claim for our little 
pamphlet is its singularity. Tboao men, 
whoso Uvea wo sketch, aro aordid, ignorant, 
vulgar, dissolute ureaturea, auch aa have 
swarmed in all cilica in all agca. But their 
lives have always hitherto boon subter- 
raneous, BO to apeak. They never, until 
now, appeared on tho surface, except In 
criminal courts. History has no record of 
them, except as food for tho jail, tho gallows 
and the wheel. New York enjoys the 
horrid diatiuction of having first in tho 
annals of civilj/.ation presented them to tho 
world as mayors, commissioners, judges, 
registers and what nob. lb is this whioh 
gives our pamphlet what we must confess to 
be an ignoble intereat. 

Is it any wonder that New York and the 
Demooratio party have thrown oil the yoke 
of such wretches as those described in the 
above 'paragraph ? 

It is too soon to state accurately the num- 
ber returned by each party to tho Houae of 
Representatiyea. It ia, however, certain 
that tho Bepubltcana will have a large ma- 
jority in the new House, lb appears just 
now as if the positions of parties in that body 
are to be almost e.xaotly reversed. In 1890 
the Bepublicane had their Waterloo. In 
that year they lost their mojorlty in the 
House of Kepreaentativea of twenty-three, 
their total membership being reduced from 
177 to 88, while the Demoorats were ia- 
creased from 154 to 236. The total Demo< 
oratio gain in all the States amounted to 
830,091. Thia was the verdict ot the people 
of the United States on the merits of the 
McKinley bill. In 1891 they wererequired to 
pronounce on the Wilson bill, so-called. It is 
calculated that the Republicans have re 
turned 239 members, which will leave the 
Democrats not many more than eighty 
members. From this It will bo seen thab 
the prediction of Harper's Weekly, made 
two or three weeks ago, that the Democrata 
would come out of the contest a severely 
punished party, has been fnlflUed to the let 
ter. The Demoorats have been severely 
punished, and they will, we think, derive 
very little consolation from the refleotion 
that tbey have only themselves , to blame for 
the unparalleled disaster. ~ 

THE KOREAN WAR. 

The war In Korea has been a series of 
almost nninterrapted snooesses for Japan. 
The Japanese have been viotorlons l>oth by 

sea and land. They have suoceeded in crip 
pling China's navy to such an extent that 
her ahipa appear to bo either unable or un 
willing to put to lea. If there waa any life 
left in the Chinese navy It would not permit 
Port Artbnr, whioh froq a strategical point 
of view la a most important position, to be 
threatened by the sea and land forces of 
Japan. It waa reported that Port Arthur 
had been taken, bub this does not appear to 
be true. It is, however, threatened by the 
Japanese army, and China does not appear 
to be In » position to render it 
any aasisbance. Implicib faith cannot, of 
course, be placed in the telegraphic 
reports, but there seems to be no doubt at 
all that tho Japanese have made groat head 
way. They have not, it is true, marched 
upon Pckln, but there oau bo no doubt that 
they have crossed the Yalu and carried the 
war into China. 

It appears thab tlie Chinese In Manchuria 
are not in a position to resist them. They 
ruu before the Jupanoao army like a flock of 
eheop before a oollio. If tho sotting in of 
winter does not put a atop to the advance 
of the Japanese army, it maybe expected 
thab before long the Norbheastern provinces 
of the Celestial Empire will be - in the poa- 
sesaion of Japan. Pekin will then be In 
danger, and if tho European powers do not 
interfere, it will fall into tho bauds of 
China'a enterprising enemy. Great Brit- 
ain ia the only oonntry that has shown a 
disposition to mediate between the combat- 
ants. Her proposals have not been very 
warmly received by tho other groat powers. 
There arc, however, indications that aomo 
of them will bo wilUnK before very long to 
inlcrpoBo their good oltioea In the intereat of 
peace. It doea aeom at this moment that if 
China and Japan aro permitted to fight it 
out China will gat a fearful drubbing, 

A SINGULAR VERDICT. 

A murder trial which took place In Brant- 
ford, Unt., a few days ago will not help to 
incroaao tho roapoot of tho publio for the 
jury system. A woman named Hartley was 
accuaed of poisoning her husband. The^vl- 
douoe Bgaiusb her was very strong indeed. 
There was no doubt that arsenical poisoning 
was the' danse'' of . the man's death. It waa 
proved thafe-the aMttied h»dib|pe ttme bo'i 



fore obtained poison ostensibly to kill rats; 
bub the jury were not required to depend 
entirely upon circumatantial evidence. The 
woman had a paramour, the " hired man." 
He swore thab Mrs. Hartley admitted to 
him that she had poisoned her husband, and 
had ofTered him a thousand dollars if he 
would say nothing about it. According to 
his story he refused to keep her secret. And 
when she was arroatod ho told tho authori- 
ties uU he knew about the murder. lb doea 
seem as if he was.es deeply implicated in 
the crime as she wa8,"and %hab' he ' tried to 
fasten the whole of , the guilt on her should- 
ers in order to. save his own neck. There 
waa a good deal of evidence which oorrobc- 
rated what the man had sworn to both with 
regard to the nature of the murdered man's 
illness and the. relations that had existed be- 
tween him and Mrs. Hartley, lb seems to 
UB that the unprrjudioed reader of tho evi- 
dence could have come to no other oon- 
oluaion than that Hartley was poisoned and 
that ono of the poiaoners waa his wife; the 
only room for doubb was whether her para- 
mour was nob fully as guilty as she was. 
Bab the Crown law officers did nob deem lb 
expedlenb to put him in the dock beaide tho 
woman with whom ho waa eo intimately and 
so guiltily assooiated. Tho miserable hound 
not being upon his trial all they were required 
to pass upon was the gulib of Mrs. Hartley. 
They, after hearing evidence, direct and oir- 
cumstantial, of the strongesb kind, brouglit 
in a verdict of "not guilty." How thty 
could do 80 must bo a mystery to most of 
thoao who either hoard or read the evidence. 
It may be that the jury when they aMf that 
ptho man, in endeavoring to save . himself, 
did not hesitate to do all he could to make 
thom believe that the woman alone was 
guilty, becoming convinced that it would bo 
unjuBt to punish her and allow him to go 
free, got out of the difficulty by permitting 
her also to go unwhipped of jnstice. 



A VERY SMALL BUSINESS. 

The Vancouver World goes out of its way 
to correct what it calls a " miuleading slate- 
mont " in the address of the British Colum- 
bia Board of Trade to bhe6ovemor>Oenerai. 
The material.parb of the statement to whloh 
our contemporary taltes exception is not 
misleading, bub is true to the letter, as tho 
World very well knowa. It is this 
" .Statistical returns show that thia Province 
oonbributes per capita to the Dominion 
revenue a larger amounc than does any other 
Province of the Federation." 

We have over and over again 
shown from the Trade and Navigation Re 
turna the enormous diaorepanoy per capita 
between the contributions of thia little Pro 
vince aa regards population and the old and 
populous provinoea 'of the DpmlnloD, ' and 
have contended that such manifest nnfalr- 
ness should nob be allowed. Ihe Dominion 
Government ought "in common jnstice to 
make up to the people of British Columbia 
what It takes from thiem over and above the 
average oontribution, and the World if it 
did its duty would aid ns in get 
ting justice from ' the Federal Gov 
ernment instead of ' quibbling about 
the rank whioh Victoria holds as a revenue 
producer among the cities of Canada. The 
address of the British Columbia Board of 
Trade, it la true, erroncoualy atatod thab 
Victoria ranke third highest among the 
ports of the Dominion as a pontrlbntor to 
the Dominion revenue. The mistake was a 
natural one, for in 1892 Victoria- did, iia re 
gards Cuatdms, occupy the third place among 
the cities of the Dominion. Here are the 
figures :

In 1893 Victoria foil a little short of third 
place, but the difTerenco between her and 
tho smaller of the cities above her 
ia nob eo great that she may 
nob next year occupy her old posl 
tion. Taking the amounb of customs re 
venue collected in Canadian ports during 
tho last; three years Victoria ranks fourth. 
It will perhaps be as well to give the 
figures :

If a per capita oontribution were 
made the text, the exceedingly largo buai- 
nesa she transacts in proportion to her 
population would sliow her to be far ahead 
of thom all.

U. S. ELECTIONS. 

Ontebme of tbe PoIUIchI Contesta Ttareneb- 

ont tbe suucs of tbe Union on ' ' 
TucsdHy. 

The elections of Kcprrscntativea ia Con- 
gress were held on TucBd«y in all the States 
of ' tbe Union except Muine, Uregon and 
Vehnont, whioh had alroitdy ohosea their 
repreaentutivea — bight in number, all 
. as uaudl Republican. The territor- 
ies of ArlnoDu, New Moxloo, Okluhoma, 
and Utah elected one delt j^ate to Congress. 
The elootiona of State ofiioere, etc, were 
held on TuoHduy in thirty Siutea, and legis- 
latures in two others. The following are 
the results as summarized by the I'oat-lntel- 
ligencer (Bepublioan) : 

Alabama has elected nine Bemooratio oon- 
greeamon. 

Arkansas jas elected Demooratio State 
ofiSoera and six Demooratio oongreasmen. 

California baa eleetod a Demooratio Gov- 
ernor. Xbe Bepablioans . eieot six of the 
aeTenaonereaimen.. • 

Odloraoo eleots Bepnbliean abate offioers 
nnd two Bepublioao aonaresamaB. 

Cbnneotient has gone Republioan on state 
ticket, and probably, eleoted four Bepnbli. 
oan bongreaamen. 

Delaware elects a Republioan governor 
and ooDgreasman, and the legialatuie, which 
electa a senator, ia Republioan. 

Florida has gone heavily Demooratio, 
electing two oongreeamen. 

Georgia elects eleven Demooratio oon- 
gresamen. 

Idaho has gone RepublioaLn by a very 
large majority, and elected a Republican 
oongrosaman. 

Illinola liaa gone Republicm by 100,000, 
and the Ropublioanc elect nineteen of the 
twenty-two coDgreaamou. 

Indiana haa gone Republican by riO.OOO, 
and the Republicans probably elect uU of 
the eleven congreasmen. 

Kansas has gone Republican by 30,000, 
and the seven congresamun are all Ho- 
puhlicana. 

Kentucky gives the Republiaana more 
congreasmen, but not Brockenridgo'a dis- 
trict, 

Louiaiana has gone aolidly Democratic. 

Maryland electa three Republican con- 
greeemen, a clear gain. 

Massaohuselta has gone Republican by 
70,000, and twelve of the thirteen congress- 
men are Ropublioans. 

Michigan is Republioan by 85,000 plural- 
ity. All the twelve congressmen are Re- 
publicans. 

Minnesota has gone Republican by at 
least 25,000, All the six ooogressmen »re 
Repablicans. 

Mississippi Is solidly Demooratio. 

Montana baa gone Republioan. 

Nebraaka electa a Fopnliat governor, but 
all tbe congreasmen are Repttblloana. 

Nevada has been carried by the Populista. 

Hew Hampshire is Repnblloan by an in- 
creased majority. 

New Jersey elects all her eight congreaa- 
men Republican. 

Now York has eone Republioan by more 
than 100,000, and New York oity by more 
than 50,000 The Republioaoa gain fifteen 
concrete men. 

North Carolina is much split. The |Re- 
publioans gain a congressman. 

North Dakota is Republican by an unusual 
m 'jority. 

Ohio hna gone Republican by 150,000, 
bieaking ihe record, and elects nineteen 
Republican congreaeuien out of twenty-one. 

Pennsylvania has gone Republioan by 
more than •200,000, breaking all recorda. 

Rhode Island's full congressional delega- 
tion is Republican. 

South Carolina Is carried by the Tillman 
Democrats, who are Populista. 

South Dakota has gone Republican and 
elected two Republioan congressmen. 

Tennessee shows Republican gains of oon- 
greaameo. 

Texas is solidly Democratic. 

Utah, soon to be a state, has gone Repub- 
lioan. 

Virginia ahowi Popaliit gain* Rt tbe ex« 
psnae of tbe Ddmoorattt 

Weat Virginia electa a solid Republican 
delesation to congress. William L. Wil- 
ton u among the defeated. 

Wisconsin gives tbe Republicans nine of 
the ten oongresamen. 

Wyoming ia strongly Republican. 

Indianapolis, Nov. 8.— In regard W the 
results of the U. S. electigns, ex-President I 
Harrison said : 

" It was the moat extraordinary political 

ifevolutleii the aauatry Mi t-;'ar witnessed. 

Wherever there WCks ft 'reo ballot the vote 
of ttonfidetlJe given In. 1892 to the Democniic 
party, if one was given, has been recalled, 
and a vote of ntter and final repudiUioa 
■nbstltOted. The Incoherence of the Demo- 
'dratio pavty was revealed the moment power 
WM given to it to dtal with national 
affairs. The insincerity of its platform was 
ezpoaed when * Be It enacted ' to.ik tl e 
place of • Be it resolved,' For thirty yeai a 
party expediency haa been anbatitnted by 
the leadera for party principles, and expe- 
dieooy bad aa many faces as there were 
ooDgreaatonal districts. Every eocectrio 
cross-current of popular prejudice was fol- 
lowed KB if it were tbe gnlf acream. 

'* No passion waa too wild or violent for a 
Demo3rBtic mount. Clouea were created 
and inllimcd to outbreaks and diaorder. In 
one state debauched currency and in another 
Bociallam that was near to anarchism were 
ffivcn a bed. Property, cspeclftlly mills and 
faotoriea, were invested and aaaaulted in one 
section and in another truuta were secretly 
coddled. The eld iJernDorutic [inctrino th»t 
favored the levyio^ of cuatoma duiiea to the 
limit of ua adcjualo revenue wua abindoncd. 
A defioienuy made good by bond iaauea or 
by internal taxea waa preferred to the iuci- 
dental protection that adequate customs 
duties had given. The silver question waa 
dealt uith lu the most vacillatlag and Irre- 
sponaiblo manner. 

" Mr. Cleveland described tho situation 
perfectly when he suiid ill his letter to Mr. 
Wilson : 'They (the Domocratn) are down- 
oast under the assertion that their party 
fails in ability to manage the groat quea- 
tlon?' The vast majority of tho pooplo be- 
lieve in protective tariff, novor ao many and 
80 strongly us now. They differ as to rates 
and sohedulea, bu!i not as to the principle. 
(They belleva in reciprocity as tho first 
metnod of getting foreign markets. They 
believe in a progressive and American 
polioy. ' The workiogmen voted their pre- 
jadioea In 1892 s tbia year they voted their 
patrlotiam and their love of home. 

" The enormona failing off in the Demo- 
oratio vote everywhsu-e la not leaa emphatic 
in its meanlog than tbe majority, 'This 
great victory securea by tbe reformera in 
New York city ought to have been men- 
tioned in the Thanksgiving proolamation. 
Perhaps in would have been if it bad com o 
earlier. lb gives tho asauracce so much 
needed that there ia an adequate recupera- 
tive power in tho most ring-ridden commun- 
ity. That this popular govornmonb Is equal 
to the severest tost— the control of groat 
cities. 

" Tho lesson ? Trust tho people. The 
duty? Exeroiso tho oliioes thoy have oon ' 
fidod to us with the highest fidelity and 
patriotism. About Indiana 1 Well, lan- 
guage taila me. I am proud of her."

"General Description of Dr. Duncan's 
House Now Building— Other 
Charming: Besidences. 



Soarooly ever before, even in the brightcet 
times, have bo many houaea of the firsb-olaes 
-apruDg into life in one year ia Viotocia bb in 
fihiayear of oar Lord 1894. The fo'UoWlng 
deaoription of thoaa deaigned by and con- 
'Strnbted under the aaperTiaton of Mr. J. 
Gerhardt Tiurka cannot but prove intereat- 
ing to all Viotoriana who watch with atten- 
tion the progress of the city. Iho fine 
houaes oonipleted in the early part of the 
year for Mr. Andrea Keating, Mr. John 
Brydon and Dr. £. B. C. Hanington have 
already hcoii deaorlbed in the oolumna of the 
Colonist. 

The houao now baing built on Fort street 
for Dr. John A. Duncan will be the first of 
its kind to he erected hero. It coneistB of 
basement, three stories and uttio, the ar- 
rangement of the rooms on each floor boin)^ 
aa follows : First there is tho lino oight foot 
baaement under the whole of tho butldiug, 
partitioned as required for wine collar, 
Btorea, eto. On the ground floor thoro ia 
first the handsome tiled porch at the Fort 
street entrance, which is lined and ceiled 
vrith cedar panel work. On the left, open- 
ing from this porch, ia the patienta' waitiog 
room, and from tbia one paaaea throngb the 
oentral hall to the private office. 

One of the most striking featnrea of the 
interior is the baDdaome atairoaae in ttie hall . 
On the ground floor also there ia a diapen- 
sary and lavatory. Xhe door to the reai- 
dential portion of the building ia from Fort 
street too. On the flrat floor there is simply 
the apaoioua drawing room with two win- 
dows facing Fort street, and at the rear a 
large dining ropm with a serving room at 
the back. On the second floor which ia well 
arranged, there are bedrooms, bathrooma, 
eto. Tho kitchens, scullery, larder and 
bruakfaat room are on the attic floor — a nov- 
elty in Victoria — and from tho cellar to tho 
kitchen is a lift communicating with each 
floor. 

Tho Fort street elevation is very pleosing, 
tho lower story boing of courood amdatoue 
with preaaed brick quoins, while tho large 
circular-headed window of tho wailing room 
and tho arched entrance doorway are built 
of prosaed brick, as ia alao the whole of the 
Fort street front. This front ia also crossed 
with moulded sandstone strings. There is 
a balcony, and this and tlie two bay windows 
are supported by handsome iron canti- 
levers. The whole is autoiounted with a 
rich cornice and handsome pediment. The 
oontraotor for the entire work ia Mr. W. 
■ S. Smith. 

Etgnlmalt district haa nod bees behind 
Viotoria, ar^ the reaidenceaof Mr. A. J. W. 
Bridgman and B. L. Eer, botli in the half- 
timbered atyle, are worthy of notice. {The 
:prlnolpal feature of. the former is the beauty 
of the oedar panelling, tlie< ball and Ingle- 
noek, the drawing room and the quaint 
OOtagonai amooking room being entirely in 
thla exquisite wood. Another point of merit 
la the maaaive cedar staircase, with the 
lower newel running to tho ceiling, and with 
a doable arch springing on either side, 
through which is seen the twenty four light 
stained glass window. It would be hard to 
find a home ivhioh, though by no means 
large, is so complete in every respect. The 
oontraotor for the whole is Mr. George Mc- 
Farland. 

Mr. R. L. Ivor's house on Lampson street 
is entirely suited to its situation, and the 
internal arraugemoots leave nothing to be 
desired. Here alHO the finish la cedar ; the 
oontraetora were Messrs. Aaho and Shore. 
Another of Mr. Tiarka' struoturea, tho new 
building recently erected on Broad street 
for the Douglas estate and occupied by the 
Times newspaper, has already been describ- 
ed in the Colonlst as well as in the journal 
of whioh it is the home. 

But it is not only in Yiotoria that great 
improvements have been going on North 
Saanich, which ii now coming so rapidly to 
the frcnt as an excellent farming country, 
has begun to move, tnd the bungalow resid- 
ence and farm buildings erected by Mr. Le 
Foer Trenob are a prominent feature on the 
West road about eighteon miles from Yio- 
toria, This hoDse, too, is very complete and 
has been planned to meet the speoial re- 
quirements of the aituatioD, vbiie the farm 
linildings bave alao Iiad great oare beatovei 
on them. Tbe contractor here was Mr. A. 
MoLarty. It ia certain tbat even more ez- 
ienaive improvements in tbe »bape of farm 
buildinga and reaidenoea will be made in 
Saanioh next year, and the proapeota for the 
spring of 1S05 for building In Victoria are 
'brightening day by day.

Bat BOW ladies, I muab set ixlyeeU to my 
work and try to explain to yoii aomot hlDg ot 
tbia Katioiial CoudoU of Women of Canada, 
whIoli_ia 'intended by its autliorc and pro- 
moters to. forge, as it wore, a golden link 
' unitidg all . the ' womeia , workers Irom oceun 
to b'oean in bonds of siaterbood tor the high 
and boly work wblob they are called on 
to undertake by virtue of their ootntnon 
womanhood, and their coniDaou reapousi 
bilities iti tbia fair coaatry. 

I am afraid I muut ask you to bear wit 
me while I go through the dry details of our 
organiz!ktion. Hue before doing this I would 
like to remove BOtUB miBappraheDBiona cou- 
cerniog the Council by stating what it iu 
not. 

It is not a political aBSociatioii. ()lGar. 
hoar.) .ISomD Eogliah nowfipapera stated a 
ODO timo tbut I wus organi/Ziug a politi 
asaooiatinQ of women throiigtiout Cinad 
for the purpose of turning out the preaon 
government. Well, ludios, ([uite apart from 
the fact that I myeelf have forgotten for 
some time what politics mean, this Counci 
liaa nothing to do with politics ; if there ex 
isted a political aeaooiatioa of women in th 
Dominion they could bo ropieaontod on it. 

The Council is not a trades union, al 
thouyh trades unions or friendly sooiotieu i 
v/omen Ciin be ropresented on It. It ia unt 
temporanoo usaociution, although tcnipur 
anoe aocioties can bo and aro repreoontiui on 
it. It ia oot u eooioty for revolutionizing th 
relation of miatiessos and errvuntp, ulihuu^h 
wo hope that the preeent didicuUiea in ouu 
neotion with domeatio service will rtoeive 
much cousidoratioD. (Applause.) It is no 
u religioutj body only, nor a philanthropic 
body only, nor an educational body only. I 
ia none of these things, and yot! it is uU of 
them, and that I think is tho keynote of the 
objeot of this meeting. We desire to form a 
body which will, us it wore, focus tho work 
and thought of women in Victoria — tho 
work and thought of all tho ditTaront activ. 
ities being carried on. That ia tho object 
of the National Council of Women of Can- 
ada, and it is on the same principle that all 
tbe looil ooanciia throughout Canada aro in 
tended to be formed. 

1 have been loot; enough here to bear a 
little of all that is being attempted in this 
city for the good of others -not only tho 
various church societies for home and m'u 
eion work, but the educational work repro 
Bontod by tho teachers' asBooiotion, by tho 
kindergarten, by tho Sunday achool teachers, 
tho temperance wurk, the rescue work, 
the work of that beautiful eocioty 
tho King's Daughtera, whoso very name is on 
inspiration ; the good and useful work pro- 
jected by the now Young Woidol's Chris- 
tian Association ; tho hoppital work of the 
noble sisters of St. Ann's Convent, and in 
tbe other hoapitils, tho Nurses' Home, the 
niuaioal and urtiatio efforts that are b 
made, that delightful Alexandra Club^ 
which I am euro will be of so much use to 
the ladies of Victoria, the work for the poor 
by our Jewisb siatera and much else, 

But let ns go back and ask. How bas this 
oome about)? Did it exist fiiteen years ago ? 
or even ten or twelve ago ? We find tnat 
great progress faaa taken place dnriogthe 
liMt few yeaiB In women'a work, and oppor- 
tunities for good in all tbe oonntries of the 
world, and we can observe tbia fact in small 
outlying plooes, as wall as in. large cities 
and oentrea of population. Tbe faot is, 
ladiea, that women bave found out that 
" nnion is atreoftth." Xhere uaod to bo a 
sort of idea that women could not work to- 
gether. We have heard on all sides that 
women had some sort of inherent 
incapacity for working together, but 
I think that that aasertion has 
been [pretty well contradicted of 
late, althoogh BtiU we need a great exten 
sion of the principlo of oo-operation; and 
those of us who have been workers linow 
how diliioult it is to induce others without 
experience in oo-oporatlon to tube tho first 
step. The first step taken wo soon roaliza 
all the advantages which oomo from loyal 
help and support, and how muoh the diaoi- 
plino of 00 operation aesieta ns ia our work, 
&nd hoiv our own churaoter ia developed as 
we learn to take as well aa to give ; to accept 
the will and the deciBion of tboae wbo bave 
most experience and authority amongst us ; 
to carry out loyally the deohioB of the 
msjoriiy. So this tondenoy towards oo- 
, operation and anion bas been ahown in all 
the various directions of work, and hence 
the ontoome is .all these : different societies 
and anxiilariet, and inatltntiona which are 
managed tqr varioua oommitteea. You here 
know well the benofiia whioh aucfa organize 
tlons have brought to your city. That} in- 
olination is daily strengtheuud. ( Appluuae 1 
Not only do we Snd i,hit theeo HucioLieu 
exist but there is a tecd.jucy bo'-ivcen 
' h P90 of a kindred charuoter to unite; in 
f I think we realizu that tho work of the 
riitfarent Booietiea resembles, to u great ex- 
tent, tho work of specialiata in the mudical 
profiseion. One medicul man will take up 
the study of tho eye, another that of the car, 
and another that of some other portion of 
tho body ; but they all find tho necessity of 
coming together now and again and taking 
into consideration the care of the general 
health of tho body if an jceea is to bj insured. 
Tho women workers of the placo take up tho 
various furma of work ; some for tho care of 
little children, some for the aged and infirm, 
' others for tbe eiok, and again for vartona re. 
forms, prison reform, reaoue and preventive 
work, and ao oh. Each of thesd la every- 
where the work of apeolaliata and we know 
.' how engroaaing such work beoomoa ; how 
tboae who are the most eager and enthualaa- 
tie in the work become engrossed in tbe par- 
ticular line to vyhich they have davoted 
themaelvea and,- tbua naturally lose tbe op- 
portunity of knowing what is going' on in 
other linee of work. 

Hut if wo arc to carry on our own line of 
work aucceanfully, wo muat of nocoasity un- 
derstand tho gouoral Ruopo and tho goneral 
wants of tho lives to wliioh wo aro devoting 
oursolvca. If our work lies, for inataroe, 
specially among children we need to think 
of tho various influences whioh tend to 
mould the child's life, and which will mould 
it in tho future, as regards body, mind, 
aonl ; tbe different atacea of its life. We 
need therefore to take u wide view to know 
more than nup own particular lino of work, 
and BO wo fuel from timo to time that we 
need to come in touch with the j;eneral 



auria btin'; rojirtsentod in a central coiimiun 
bddy. Kacli eocioty whioh iiMlurutcB ia re- 
presr.ntfd on a cnntral comniittno by its 
own president. Those form the cxtoutivoof 
tho Council, to whioh are added a few of- 
fioerd. Thlu central body is then able to 
carry out whatever is noedou to promote tbe 
objeota of the Coiiuoil. I will rend to you 
tho preamble of the National Council which 
I think will give you its aima : 

" Wo, women of Canu'lii, wiucoroly bdiev. 
ing that the boat good ot ijui liuinus and ua- 
tlon will bo odvQnced by our own greater 
unity of thought, eympithy, and purpoao, 
and that an orgaoii'.'-'d nuivemcut of women 
will best conserve tho liigheat good of the 
family and tho state, do hereby band our- 
celveu t.rgether to further tho applioilictn of 
theGoldea Rule to soolety,custom and law." 

I ttiink that preamble really oontaiua the 
wbolo gist of the matter. That ia a greater 
unity and tbo furthoranco of the Golden 
Rule iu all the relations of Ufa. You will 
ttsk how this end is to bo accomplished. The 
executive committee of which I havo spoken 
in each council generally arrangoo from timo 
to timn to bavosnme goneral meeting or oon- 
ferenco at whioli all tlieeo sooietiea which 
join aro represented. These give in a short 
aooount of thoir own particular .work, and, 
iu addition, a paper or papers are read by 
ladiea who have been invited to diaouas 
some special subject of general interest to 
the oommunity. 

You will see that tbe mere fact of tho 
dilldrent departmenta of work being carried 
on by many different aaotiona ot thought 
and brought before tbe publio, ia itaelf must 
tend to this unity of thought, aympatby 
nnd purpose, of which we have been 
speaking. To begin with, it enables 
tne pnollo to acquire some knowledge 
of the work that la being done, and you 
will know, ladies, how even in a compara- 
tively amull placi) people are often unaware 
of wnat ia being done by the different 
Bocietiea and Inaiitutiona. Surely that in 
itself i> a very sreat beinefit. But it la well 
for ua that we should know wnat in boing 
aocompUahed ; it will draw out our aympa- 
thy ; it will widen our charity to know of 
tbe noblo work that is being accomplished 
by other bodies — bodies against which wo 
may perhaps have had some "prcjudico ; it 
will deepen our faith and wo ahall realize 
that wa oun leurn from aa well as givo to 
them. It ia u wonderful lesson to ouraolves 
and it sends us to our homea rejoioiug to 
know bow God ia working by .^many and 
divers meana for His own good end. (Ap- 
plause. ) 

It gives tboae institutions opportunities 
for bringing thoir. various need.i forward — 
their needs either for material help or fir 
more workers ; or it is the means of draw- 
ing into actual work aomo of tho 
younger women who have not yet 
found their vocation, but who are 
atirred up by hearing what is 
being dona by others. Then it enables to 
bo brought before the publio any general 
need iu the city or district — some goneral 
want which ull citizens of the place aro con- 
cornEd in relieving, and which if they deter- 
mine together ought to be done, will un- 
doubtedly be taken in hand by those who 
can meet such need. These are, I think, 
the chief benefits which oome to any parti- 
cular diatriob through the eatablishwent of 
snob a oonnoil. I oannot give yon any hard 
and fast liaea on which theae councUa ahall 
develope. Xhsy are inteoded /Uj suit the 
needs of eaob ptaee whbre they are aet on 
foot, and if the ■■ council baa been formed by 
tboae who are working— by tboae who know 
the people and their needs, then it will 
donbtleaa fulfil ita objeota and will also fur- 
ther the great work of bringing ua all nearer 
together. 

Theae local councils are represented on tbo 
National Counoll of Canada, whioh moots 
oncB B year in different places in tho Do- 
minion. It met last year at Ottawa. The 
dilTarent local councils, eight or nine in 
number, beeidas the nationally orgauizod 
aooieties, were then represented. Ladles 
frorn different places read valuable papers on 
subjects relating to their special work or on 
Bubjects of general interest. These national 
councils have been formed not only in Can- 
ada and the United Statca, but in many 
countrioa in Europe and are intended to join 
an International Council which meets every 
five years, again extending the bond of a 
common sisterhood in work. Yon will see 
that there nro vast poasibilltiea in tbia 
work. 



1 
think It is a feeling of this :.iorfi;V that haa 
brought about these ooanciia for women, or, 
as tbejr .aire galled iu England, Uoiona of 
Women Workera. (Applause.) 

1 need not' trouble yuu, I think, with any 
history aa to how the Women'a National 
Council of Canada came into existence. 
It ia pretty well known now that it 
is practically tho outcome of the 
Women's Congresa at Chicago last 
year, where tho woman preaent were 
urged to form Counolla In all their different 
uoantrloa. J will content myself with giv- 
ing you a abort aooount of ita work. The 
pl»n has been to form local oouucila in any 
given contrea of population. (Thuae local 
oounoila have been formed by various an- 
oietiea and inatltntiona, organizAtlona of all 



There are doubtless dangers also, for we 
are but human, and when we in this way 
gather together rapresentatives of all sec- 
ions of thought we know that tliero must 
K) dangers, but we believe that 
this movement towards real unity 
this coming to know ono another 
better and to realize this com-" 
mou responsibility which ia ours muat tend 
for good both for ouraclvea individually and 
for the conimuaitica amongst which wa live. 
And if we begin to think of some of the 
Konoral Bubjeots on whioh we can unite — 
e of tho subjects in which all women of 
whatever church or denomination or section 
tha community may combine— surely 
there aeem to be veiy many auch subjaotsin 
which thoy are all deeply interested. First 
of ull wo must place the home. 

Wo all here agree that the home ia 
woman's first mission, But what doea that 
involve? Sometimes it is spoken of aa if 
home duti'es meant a narrow life, 
oiroamaoribed' life, but if we atk. 
uraelves what home meana to each of 
us -what ib shonid mean to each of us— we 
hall see that It by no means involves a nar- 
ow life. If we aak onrselvea each of us to 
think out what would be tho ideal for 
ourielves, each in our own position 
our own homo, of what wo could 
do and bo, and if wo could rise to 
that ideal of character, and iulluonoe, and 
life, and aelf saorifioe, you will ut ouoo boo 
how much it moans and Itow much wo have 
learn. Soinctimes people apeak as 
though the power to bo homomakora came 
by instinct to women, but do not we know 
—we, who are in our homon rh wivea, 
mothers, eiaters, duughtora — that this ia by 
no meana Llio oaao ? Uo wo not each of ua 
rcalizo our want of training and of knowl- 
edge in our contact with other lives, on 
which so muoh dopenda V Cannot wo in 
leao general conferoncee and meetings 
which aro to bring us togothor as women 
who are wanting to fulfil thoir duty in tho 
world — cannot; we spocially confer togithor 
on some of thcso matters whioh touch tho 
very inmost aprlnga of our lives ? (Hoar, 
eai.) D I wo not need to know much more 
f how to train our children- how to study 
nr children —to understand the diffarenc 
churactora of thnao little On^a that have 
been conddod to us? and whom.. we„! often 
damago booauao wo do not understand and 
enter into tha iodividuality, the different 
cbaraoteriatios of oaoh one, and the different 
training needed to fit them for their work 
in life, Cabnob theie , subjeota bearing 
upon the relations of parents and ohildren 
be made, as I trnst they will bo, most 
important eubjosta in your|oounoila ? Most 
valuable papers wore read in these topics 
at tho first meeting of tho Council at Ottawa, 
and I trust we shall never meet without 
taking up this aubjoot and endeavoring to 
help one another to understand what it 
meana to bo homo makors in tho doopeat 
and broadest aonao. And oven as .-ogarda 
tho bodily wants, the sonitatiun of our 
homes, tho oaro of tbe aiok, the prevention 
of iilncas, the knowledge of the value of 
various foods and their preparation, ore we 



all trame'j g,B women to know abou i <bcBe 
things i,ad nndorstand them ? All thtso 
Bubjeota have a general interest for ua and 
tc.ooh us all very nearly. They are fiubjeota 
which can bo diacusaed with much help and 
profit and to which each of us dnublleta 
uould givo her quota of exporienco. 

Again, in epeaklng of our homes another 
aul'j ict has been Buggeated at our councils, 
the qucHtion of douieatio sorvicu. It is a 
eubj.ct which ia much on the thouiihia of 
women everywhere, not only hero but< at 
homo. It needa our beat thought and eaccn- 
tiully it is ono whioh tho women in any 
country should ufaint ono unotlicr to solve, 
It is too largo a subjuot to enter into at uny 
length now, but it is ono of tlioao eul-jdcia 
which will have much light thrown upon it 
by these councils and by the cjmingtogether 
of wise, experienced, loving and aympa- 
thotic women. (Hear, hoar ) 

But springing up from those borne duties 
come our eocial duties, whioh come to ev- 
ery woman — her duties to aooioly. Wo 
somotimea lament tho low tone of aooiaty, 
but if theio is that low tone anywhere, 
whoae fault is it? la ib nob that 
of tho women of ttiu place ? And 
is not u very gruvo reaponalbility 
lying upon us ? and eipeoially 
now in theae days when every oppor- 
tunity is given to woman for thorough edu- 
cation and for tho UBO of her influence for 
the heightening of the whole tonoof society. 
If we seo the young people in oar midst 
making pleasure tho main objeot of life, 
whose fault ia that! If there are two 
standards of morality expected, ono for, mjn 
and the other for woman.; one fbrSun^ 
days and the other for week days ; one for 
religion and the other for busineas; whose 
fault is it ? Is it not the fault of tboae who 
set the tone in the home and.'i.in the aooial 
life T In these matters also 'oan we not 
unite incur oonferences those of alt obnrobes 
and seotiooa of thought' who' desire a lofty 
standard of morality, whether from the secu- 
lar or religious point of view. 

Can wa not help one another to lift higher 
the ideal of life? whether in tbe homo or so- 
cial life, or the life of the country? (Ap- 
plause.) Does It nob depend upon us wo- 
men, and cHpocially upon those whom God 
haa called to be mothers, to see that tho 
ohildren grow up with a high ideal of public 
life, that they should deem it to bo 
u high privilege that thoy bulong to 
this country, deem it a high honor 
to be trained to servo their country 
any way however humblo. These mat- 
ters oomo home to ua mothers alihough I 
am not sure that tho women of any country 
havo realized the duty incumbent upon 
them to bring up their children with a dis- 
tinct idea of what that service meana. 'That ( 
brings us again to the further thought of a 
woman's duty to her country and to man- 
kind at Urge ; to that wider idea of duty to 
whioh women ore ciUed in those days. The 
call cornea to all of us in one way or another. 
There are few who oan shroud themsolvea in 
tho privacy of their homes without hearing 
in their hearts tho aummona to serve 
thoir fellow creatures in Bome way or an- 
other. It ia a most holy call and a high 
vocation this call whioh oomea to wbmeni 
but we muat remember that one of the 
great esaentiala' for its eucopsa ia to carry 
into onr work: tbe element of true woman- 
liness; and what doss that quality involve ? 
How haa it been brought into being? Is it 
not the preaaure of home duties and family 
life that haa taught women in a greater or 
lesa degree that they must live for others ? 
Is It not u faob that woman must learn this 
lesson through her children's needs, 
through the discipline of tho home, if she is 
to rightly perform in any measure her 
duties as wife, daughter and mother ? And 
it is in that spirit of self-aacrifioe that we 
aro called to go forth to the wider work to 
whioh women are being called now-a-days, 
and it is that spirit which only, oar Lord 
has taught ub, oan regenerate the world. 
(Applause. ) 

I cannot suggest what tho particular gen- 
eral work for the good of the community 
may bo whioh the Victoria oounoil, if it 1b 
formed, would be likely to take up, but 
I can indicate what the other oounclla have 
taken up and, by the way, I should tell 
you where local councils have been formed, 
namely at Toronto, Montreal, Ottawa, 
London, Hamilton, Quebec, St. John, Hal- 
ifax, Yarmouth, Port Arthur, Fort William, 
Winnipeg, Edmonton. Councils are likely 
to be formed at Vancouver, Begina, Cal- 
gary and Medicine Hat. Tbe Ontario 
councils are much interested now in pushing 
a movement for manual training in their 
schools, and this indisatea' what, ' perhaps 
you could do here. 

Col. Biker Is iniui;urating this most use- 
ful reform in your schools, but if it ia to bo 
BucocBsful It must bo backed by public 
opinion, and who oan form th»c public 
opinion so well as tho wives and mothers '.' 
If a paper wore prepared Bhowing 
tho advantages of technical educa- 
tion for children and if a discuasion oiiaued 
uld probably take public opinion ono 
great atep on tbia aubject. (Hear, hear.) 
ilnntreal, ag'un, ia trying to arrange a 
Bchomo of ttBaooiatod oharitiea, so very likely 
will Ottawa. Toronto dealt with the die- 
treaa laat year, being inatrumontal in tbo 
starting of an employment bureau. Ouebeo 
is to try to start a plan for training aervunts, 
and others are anxious to secure tho appoint- 
ment of pollen matrons to look after women 
newly arrested. It la wonderful how 'soon 
the work comes ';o our handa when we got 
together and talk over the needs of our com- 
munity. (Applause.) 

Lot it be clearly understood that wo arc 
not demanding righlB by this Council; wo 
are but socking to help ono another to par- 
torni our duties in a higher apirit and with 
a deeper motive than over before, although, 
indeed, it may lead uB to see duties whcru 
wo nexorsaw them before. lJut lot ua never 
seek to eecapo the dieciplinu which has 
sanctified womanhood, bub rather lot ua 
glorify in it. Lot ua make it yield us ita 
full fruits, toachinK un to givo our very bcbt 
and our very aelvea to whatever work for 
tho common good God calls ua. Let us al 
ways remember ourjbasia, thn promotion of 
" tho golden rule of love." W.'-.at more can 
wo require ? It can exclude none. It in- 
cludes all, and in all our diirercnt councils 
wo rcj lice to know that we have 
tho support and cooperation of all 
sootions ; of all tho various Pro- 
testant denominations ; of reprcBonta- 
tivcs of tho Roman Catholic ohurch 
and ila institubiona. Here I would grate- 
fully acknowledge the groat support 
given to us by several of the arobbithops 
and biahopa of the ohnrcb; and then anin 
wo have our Jewisb aistera alao witbc^f. 
We welcome them alL ' Let them only bo' 
uoitod iu ono oommon' aim— the uplifting 
of humanity. Whether tbia ia attempted 
through what we may call the more aoou- 
lar work of life or the educational work, 
or the promotion of that which ro's to 
make life beautiful, the promotion of cul- 
ture in any way, or tho promotion of 
good end healthy recreation and all phyal- 
cal dovolopment — anything of that aorb as 
well aa directly philantbropio work — wo 
want thorn oil. Wu want them all to bo 
drawn together by this beautiful and saorod 
bond of lovo. {Prolonged applause ) 

When tho Countess flat) down a beautiful 
cross of flowers waa preaonted to her by a 
young lody on tho platform.
